La., 
was credited with bringing down his 
sixth North Vietnamese MIG jet 
fighter—giving him more MIG kills 
than any other American in the 
Vietnam War.

and said 15 B52s bombed Communist

He ripped into unnamed elements 
which he contended were out to

it 
difficult 
for 
the 
oil 
industry to do business. ” 
“ We need them as part of the 
economy.” he continued. but added 
that he agreed “ more precautions 
and conditions and a better job is 
required 
of 
them 
now 
than 
formerly. 
Tunnell 
acknowledged 
that 
undoubtedly oil wells have had a 
detrimental 'impact in some cases 
on real estate and aesthetic values.” 
On the other hand, he showed 
“ the oil industry has also done good 
and supported a'lot of people ” 


He pointed out he felt well versed 
on

Fourth District than the rest of the 
county combined ” 
“ I

feel 
the countv can

code committee is still at work 
hoping to revise and strengthen the 
code, 
he took 
the position the 
“ present petroleum ordinance is a 
good one, 
with little or no revision 
needed 
Tunnell 
took 
issue 
with 
the 
position of the Santa Barbara Citv 
Environmental 
Quality 
Advison 
Board 
which had advocated an 
environmental 
impact 
studv 
be 
provided before any drilling is begun 
on Santa Rosa Island 
He 
denied 
the 
board 
by 
its 
previous 4-1 vote authorizing the 
permits issued by the petroleum 
engineer had been done “ hastily or 
prematurely ’ 
Tunnell said he deplored actions 
indicating “ continued harassment 
ol this major industry in the county 
already working under difficulties “ 
In reply. Supervisor Clyde denied 
that there was any attempt “ to 
drive the oil industry out of the 
county 
but there is intent to keep 
it from doing the harm it has done in

FBI office here, already 
demoted 
once

moustache conflict, faces 
another demotion to the 
bottom 
of 
the 
agency 
ladder, a suspension and an 
official censure, the Los 
Angeles 
Times 
reported 
today. 
The Times said it had 
learned that Acting FBI 
Director L 
Patrick Gray 
has proposed the severest 
punishment possible, short 
of outright dismissal, for 
Wesley 
G 
Grapp 
for 
violating the bureau's rules 
in installing wiretaps and 
bugs in his own offices. 
Grapp. 
who 
has 
been 
involved 
in 
a 
running 
dispute with Gray, was not 
available for comment 
His whereabouts were not 
known 
He was recently 
demoted from head of thè 
Los Angeles FBI office to 
agent in charge of the much 
smaller 
El 
Paso. 
Tex., 
office, 
but 
has 
not yet 
reported for duty there. 
Gray sent Grapp a letter 
Friday in which the acting 
director said Grapp would 
be stripped of his rank as a 
local office chief, at $36,000 
a year, and reduced to an 
ordinary special agent, at a 
maximum of $24,362 a year, 
sent 
to 
the 
Minneapolis 
bureau, suspended for 30 
days and censured 
Grapp has 10 days to 
respond to the letter, and 
can appeal the punishments. 
Grapp. 
reportedly 
on 
close terms with former 
FBI 
Director 
J. 
Edgar 
Hoover before Hoover died, 
clashed with Gray over the 
relaxation of thè bureau s 
strict dress code Gray, on a 
visit to the Los Angeles 
office,

moustaches, wear their hair 
a bit longer, and could wear 
colored shirts instead of the

Charter flights 
to Mexico grow 


Mexico City — For the 
uninitiated, in the world of 
travel 
“ charters” 
are 
flights that are engaged 
completely by a company or 
organization for a specific 
trip with supplementary air 
c a r r ie r s 
dedicated 
exclusively to this type of 
service, or with regularly 
scheduled air lines that 
have equipment available 
for charter flights. 
Since they are free of the 
costs of maintaining regular 
routes, their expenses are 
much lower, allowing them 
to offer greatly reduced 
fares. 
Moreover, 
most 
charter flights are about 90 
percent 
occupied, 
which 
lowers 
the 
price 
significantly 
to 
prorated 
passengers. 
Some 
companies, 
for example, 
offer round-trip fares from 
the United States to Europe 
for as low as 120 dollars, 
less than half the price of a 
one-way ticket on a regular 
flight and less than half the 
round-trip 
fare 
between 
Mexico and New York. 
The history of charter air 
travel is relatively short, 
expecially 
to 
Mexico, 
nevertheless, 
its 
attractiveness can be seen 
in its growth. According to 
the U.S. Civil Aeronautics 
Board, in the trans-Atlantic 
route, 
the 
number 
of 
passengers 
carried 
in 
)rorata charter flights rose 
rom 
184,497 in 1963 to 
701,729 in 1968. By 1971 this 
figure had jumped to almost 
two million, representing 
one-fourth of total traffic 
between Europe and the 
U.S. 


Charter service, however 
may be considered a serious 
threat 
to 
the 
regularly 
scheduled airline, that are 
straddled with the cost of 
maintaining 
year-round 
flights regardless of the 
number of passengers using 
them. They promote the 
routes, 
incurring 
heavy 
expenses 
in 
advertising 
campaigns 
to 
stimulate 
public 
interest 
in 
the 
different areas Neither of 
these obligations are met by 
the supplementary airlines. 
The charter companies 
argue that the market is 
complex and heterogeneous, 
with varied interests, tastes 
and needs. They state that 
low cost charter services 
give a large number of 
people 
their 
first 
opportunity to enjoy air 
travel. The supplementary 
airlines reach an entirely 
new portion of the market 
that would otherwise be 
excluded 
from 
air 
transportation, and thus do 
not airectly compete with 
scheduled operations. 
Serious charter activity to 
Mexico did not begin until 


1969 but the rate of growth 
of Mexico charter activity is 
extraordinary From 1968 to 
1970. 
the 
number 
of 
passengers transported to 
Mexico 
by 
supplemental 
carriers rose 493 percent, 
while 
the 
number 
of 
operations 
increased 
370 
percent. 
Despite their tremendous 
growth, however, charter 
flights still represent an 
insignificant portion of total 
international air traffic to 
Mexico. In 1970. a total of 
2.478,736 
persons 
were 
transported by air. of which 
less than 3 percent came by 
foreign 
supplemental 
charter service 
Charter fares to Mexico 
are 
competitive 
with 
European charters and are 
considerably 
less 
than 
regular fares. For example,

offered 
by 
prorated charter service, 
while 
the 
authorized 
excurision 
fare 
on

In accordance with the 
current bilateral agreement

Split Group Charters, and 
4 » Inclusive Tour Charters 
The first type involves the 
hire of an aircraft by a 
single 
entity 
for 
the 
exclusive use by the entity 
for a specific trip. They are 
often 
used 
by 
large 
companies for promotional 
purposes 
or 
for 
sales 
incentive travel, in which 
winners of a company sales 
contest and their families 
are flown 
on 
a 
paid 
vacation. These are the 
most common type to date 
in Mexico. 
In Group Affinity flights, 
an 
organization 
— 
academic, business, social, 
etc. — hires the entire 
capacity of an aircraft for a 
specific trip The cost of the 
air transportation 
is 
prorated among member of 
the association 
and 
collected 
from 
the 
individual members 
The

history at Vandenberg AFB 


SAMTEC, AFWTR, “ the Wing,” BMD: special phrases 
and acronyms that 
brought millions of dollars to 
California’s aerospace industry. Special words that have 
peppered conversations along the state’s central coast for 
almost 15 years! 
They are part of the role the Air Force Systems 
Command has played at Vandenberg AFB 
In 
fact, 
it was 
1956 
when 
Systems Command s 
predecessor, the Air Research and Development Command 
(ARDC), selected Vandenberg Air Force Base from among 
200 possible locations as the site to develop the initial 
operational capability for the Atlas and Thor weapons 
systems. 
Vandenberg was then an inactive Army installation. 
Camp Cooke. 
In June of 1957, at the direction of the Secretary of 
Defense, the northern part of the post was transferred from 
the Army to the Air Force. Camp Cooke became Cooke Air 
Force Base. 
The year 1957 also saw ARDC activate the base and begin 
work on what was to become its mission at Vandenberg — 
launching and testing ballistic missile and space systems. 
New Year’s Day 1958 marked the transfer of the base to 
the Strategic Air Command (SAC), and October witnessed 
a name change — Vandenberg Air Force Base soon 
appeared on charts and maps. 
But ARDC’s defense rold did not stop on the 64.000 acres 
here in the northwest comer of Santa Barbara County 
Research and development testing, necessary construction 
and operating the test and launch facilities moved at a fast 
pace for both ballistic and orbital programs. 
The Air Force and Vandenberg reached a milestone when 
a Thor IRBM . the first intermediate range ballistic missile 
launched from the West Coast, thundered from the pad on 
Dec. 15, 1958 And still another when a Thor-Agena space 
booster lofted the world’s first polar-orbiting satellite 
(Discoverer I ) on Feb 28,1959! 
Through the years of space and missile development, 
Vandenberg’s fortune has paralled that of Systems 
Command Air Force Systems Command came into being 
when ARDC was restructured and merged with portions of 
the former Air Materiel Command; April 1,1961. 
Within three years, Systems Command had a new 
organization at Vandenberg — the Air Force Western Test 
Range, formed on a provisional basis Jan 2, 1964 AFWTR 
assumed a range support role which had been previously 
provided by the Navy’s Pacific Missile Range. 
(In 1957, the Navy acquired the southern part of Camp 
Cooke and in 1958 commissioned it, the Naval Missile 
Facility, Point Arguello. Point Arguello later became part 
of Vandenberg A FB on July 1, 1964.) 
In 1970, there were four Systems Command organizations 
at Vandenberg which had meanwhile expanded to 98,000 
acres. After extensive study and review, several actions 
were taken to consolidate certain Systems Command units 
Today’s Space and Missile Test Center resulted.

And “ Over 200 pieces have 
sold at an average of $500 each 
and some have recently gone for 
as much as $3,000.”

'Silent epidemic7 


The Record concludes a series of 
articles this week by Steve LaRue on a 
most serious medical problem facing not 
only Santa Barbara County, but the entire 
nation — venereal disease. 
“ Venereal disease is epidemic, and out 
of control.’’ 


The series of articles has proven beyond 
a 
doubt 
that 
this 
statement 
is 
no 
exaggeration. As Dr. Frank Cline, Santa 
Barbara 
County's 
venereal 
disease 
prevention chief explains, if the County 
had as many cases of polio as it does of 
venereal disease, it would certainly be 
epidemic. 


The key to combatting this disease, this 
communicable disease, lies in education 
and understanding. 
Lompoc schools have an educational 
program concerning the menace, but in 
analysis, further refinements could be 
made. It appears that the educational

program in local schools does not begin 
early enough. Secondly, it is much like a 
“ one shot' 
effort when the program 
should be a constant reminder. 
Education on the subject, also, is as 
important for those over 30 years of age as 
it is for those under 30 years of age. 
Understanding 
the 
menace 
is 
also 
extremely 
important. 
It 
must 
be 
understood that venereal disease is a 
communicable disease, not a sin. Because 
so many attach the social stigma to the 
disease and do not understand its danger 
through the communicable aspects, the 
epidemic is difficult to fight — it becomes 
a “ silent epidemic’ — but an epidemic, 
nevertheless. 
Let us, as adults, become acutely aware 
of the major problem. Let us engage in 
frank discussion with our youngsters. Let 
us hope that more educational efforts 
come forth. 
It must be licked.

Mv eyes was caught by an article 
Thursday’s 
Record 
about 
the 
beautification project at the Wve. 
This project has been riding the high 
waves of trouble ever since its 
inception, mainly, I think, because 
the 
Parks 
and 
Recreation 
Commission doesn't want to be 
bothered, or share its money, with 
it Personally, I feel that there are 
manv more colorful plants that 
could have graced the entrance to 
the city than white Trailing African 
Daisies, but that is beside the point 
now that they are planted, and 
hopefully, thriving!! 


The members of the P. and R 
Commission, having read this far, 
are by now probably shaking their 
heads and protesting that it is the 
cost of the thing and the men taken 
awav from more necessary’ jobs that 
is the basis of their objections 
“ Humbug and toadies". I will admit 
that the amount of money spent is a 
lot. In fact, it is astronomical, 
outlandish and unnecessary. 


According to the Sunset Garden 
Book, an impeccable authority, the 
Osteospermum 
fruiticosum, 
otherwise known as the Trailing 
African Daisy, “ grows best in full 
sun and will stand drought and 
neglect when established. Also the 
plants look best with moderate 
watering. It is an excellent ground 
cover for banks, along driveways, 
etc. It spreads rapidly by trailing, 
rooting branches and each plant will 
cover a circle of 2-4 feet in a year." 


Keep these tacts in mind while I go 
over the costs for August. 
In one month, not the month in 
which the flowers were planted, 108 
man hours were spent for a total of 
$343.16 
There 
are 
sprinklers 
liberally spaced around, but I can’t 
tell which item they are included in 
or whether they were installed 
during this month since there is no 
breakdown of expenses. I take it 
that some of this expenditure is for 
weeding and hoeing That plot is not 
all that big to take care of, guys. 
That would break down to 13 eight- 
hour days or 26 four-hour days in a 
month that one man would Have to 
work out there, to spend that much. 
That triangle should look like the 
Garden of Eden soon! One man 
never works alone on anything in 
our town though, so no doubt there 
were at least two men on the job. in 
which case two men spent two hours 
a day at the Wye for 2b davs. 
Next 
item. $396.00 
for 
36 
equipment 
hours Gee. 
hoes are 
expensive these days! But they were 
maybe very “ special" hoes for the 
very dry ground because the next 
thing on the list is $40.50 for 81,000 
gallons of water. EIGHTY ONE 
TH O USAN D 
G A L L O N S 
OF 
WATER!! 
That 
must surely be 
enough to 
fill a lake. It is not 
possible to use all that water in 
ONE month without drowning the 
daisies! 
Remember, the Garden 
Book 
said 
they 
like 
drought 
conditions 
when 
they 
are 
established. Thev have been well 


established for at least a month 
Another phase of this project was 
the planting of pine trees. If they 
follow their original plan, the trees 
are to be planted to take advantage 
of the rainy season which we 
hopefully will have this year. When 
a tiny pine gets started in the 
mountains, it is a cinch that the only 
water and maintenance it gets is 
what God provides, so what is all 
this jazz about having to “ spend a 
thousand 
dollars 
a 
month 
on 
maintenance of the Wye with the 
trees?” 


The last cost on the list is $155.93 
computed to be the amount it cost 
the finance department of the city to 
figure out all the foregoing amounts, 
therebv adding a burden to the 
payroll staff of 20 per cent. There 
are also costs in that amount for the 
"administrator" 
to go out and 
administrate 
the 
project. 
I 
happened 
to 
see 
him 
“ administrating” one day and he 
was just standing there, hands on 
hips, looking. This whole thing adds 
up to $2,671 dollars AND 86 cents. 
i ask you to go out to the Wye and 
look around and see if you think we 
are getting our money’s worth from 
the 
Parks 
and 
Recreation 
Commission Any time that amount 
of 
money 
is 
spent 
on 
a 
comparatively small plot of ground 
planted with flowers that can take 
care of themselves pretty muchly. 
I ’d call it a great boondoggle. 
For one reason or another. I 
expect to get a letter soon

They have to 
be prepared to hustle out at any hour 
of the night and take charge of a 
juvenile problem. Often times they 
are 
threatened 
with 
physical 
violence by their young charges, and 
then be prepared to go to bat for 
some of these same youngsters But 
the saddest thing of all is for a 
probation officer to learn that one of 
his charges has got himself in 
deeper than usual. I’m thinking of 
one in particular who went through 
a recent weekend, searching his soul 
for answers to a perplexing and sad 
incident I bumped into him in the 
county building recently. He stood 
there against tne wall, saying over 
and over again, “ If only I had known 
more of the facts I might have been 
able to prevent this thing from 
happening." 


This 
soul 
searching 
is 
not 
uncommon 
Juvenile 
probation 
officers are often times the only 
friend the juvenile offender has 
enroute through all his problems 
with the law. 
How to maintain that line of 
authority 
when 
supervising 
the 
offender in his compliance with the 
dictates of the law, and at the same 
time exercise that awareness of the 
humanity 
involved 
is the most 
demanding of pursuits 


I don t have too much experience 
with such matters here because they 
are shrouded with secrecy imposed 
by the state, but in Santa Ana a few 
years ago even though the officers 
labor under the same set of rules I 
was able to learn some of the 


intimate details of the work One 
juvenile offender told me the only 
person in the whole world he trusted 
was his probation officer. 
My hat is off to them. 
During the Ojai riots of a few 
years ago a juvenile probation 
officer from Oxnard was in the thick 
of things on Ojai Avenue at the 
height of the hostilities. He had told 
all his charges they should not go to 
the scene of the riots and he was 
there to enforce his edict 
The officer was only about five 
feet three or four inches tall, but he 
went ploughing through all the 
flying rocks and bottles to collar one 
of his charges who was a head 
taller.
